The Maroon has shown a wonder- 
ful team spirit this season, one that 
came up smiling and fighting from be- 
hind to win out in more than one bat- 
tle. They have a powerful, hard-driv- 
ing offense, and a steady, reliable de- 
fense. The Red and White, in turn, 
has a tricky, open offensive that will 
score touchdowns at any stage of the 
game. They do not play the game ac- 
cording to Hoyle, but according to the 
dictates of their own desires. If they 
want to throw a pass, they throw it, 
regardless of the position on the field, 
or what not, and that is the kind of 
football that keeps the other team 
guessing and ofttimes missing.

Nothing daunts them; ahead 
or behind in score, they fight just the 
same. Parks is a heady quarterback 
and Mandes is becoming a nifty 
ground gainer. 

Up at Radnor, Coach Prevost has 
one of the best backs in the suburbs 
in Captain Lentz. He can kick, throw 
and carry the ball with the best of 
them. In Krick, he has one of the best 
punters in the league. O'Dorisio is a 
great line crasher. 

Lower Merion is stronger in the 
line, and they sport the best pair of 
wingmen.

Punishment of Children Seldom Cures Bad Habits, 

Says Psychologist, in Address to Mothers 9 Council 



Punishment of children, in an effort 
to break bad habits, simply does not 
work in a vast majority of instances, 
according to Doctor Jessie Taft, well- 
known psychologist, of Philadelphia, 
who spoke before the Mothers' Council 
in the auditorium of the Naifberth 
School on Monday evening. 

"At its best,*' she declared, "punish- 
ment is merely treating a symptom 
and leaving the cause untouched. If 
the cause remains, it is likely to crop 
out in other forms of disagreeable be- 
havior. At its worst, punishment is 
only a way of relieving the feelings of 
the adult, and oftentimes the parent or 
teacher who indulges in frequent or 
severe punishments is more of a prob- 



lem and more in need of treatment 
than the child who is punished. The 
so-called 'good* child, who never makes 
trouble, who is always quiet and do- 
cile and never out of place or in the 
way, is in far greater need of treat- 
ment than the child who has enough 
life and spirit and energy to kick over 
the traces or to let off steam. Yet we 
usually apply treatment, in the form 
of punishment, to the child who is 
original and active, as a child should 
be, and leave the passive child alone." 
Illustrating her points with a num- 
ber of interesting stories about some 
of the hundreds of children and par- 
ents that come to her attention every

hope to hear in spoken words the ex- 
pressions written on back-alley fences 
by dirty-minded little boys in posses- 
sion of a piece of chalk. 

There is justice of a sort, a rough 
and ready sifting of the true from the 
false and a decision, accompanied by 
a harsh word or two of admonition 
and the imposition of a fine.

They 
are apparently the same sort of people, 
for all classes of society find their 
way into the Magistrate's Court and

H. Wallace Both Served 

on Council. 



WALLACE FIRST HEAD 



Two prominent former residents of 
Narberth, both of whom had served as 
president of the Borough Council, died 
last Thursday night. They were 
Charles E. Humphries and Richard H. 
Wallace. 

Mr. Humphries, who was fifty-eight 
at the time of his death, lived at "Snug 
Harbor" farm on " the Eastern shore 
of Maryland since 1923 when he moved 
away fi/om Narberth. His connec- 
tions with Borough governmental af- 
fairs started when he was elected to 
Council in 1914. In 1916 he was 
chosen as president of Council serving 
in that office for two years. His term 
immediately preceded that of the late 
W. R. D. Hall. 

Mr. Humphries achieved consider- 
able fame as a ball player. When a 
student at Princeton he caught on the 
ni::e and after returning to Narberth, 
was a catcher for many seasons with 
the Narberth Baseball Club. 

Following his term in Council, Mr. 
Humphries served two years as Street 
Commissioner. He also ran for Tax 
Collector but was unsuccessful. His 
home in the Borough was at 108 South 
Narberth Avenue. 

The funeral took place at 2 P. M. 
Monday from 1820 Chestnut Street, 
Philadelphia. Interment was private. 

Mr. Humphries is survived by his 
widow, two sons and a daughter; Coll- 
wyn Humphries, who manages Snug 
Harbor; Charles Owen Humphries, an 
officer in the United States Navy, sta- 
tioned at New London, and Mrs. Edith 
Boyd, of Harrisburg. 

* * * 

Richard Hooke Wallace had the hon- 
or to be the first president of the Nar- 
berth Borough Council, just after the 
incorporation of the Borough in 1895. 
He later served as Burgess beginning 
his term in 1904. Mr. Wallace was also 
a charter member of the Narberth Fire 
Company. When a resident of Nar- 
berth, Mr. Wallace lived at 228 Essex 
Avenue. One son, Richard Wallace, 
played first base with the Narberth ball 
club. 

Another son, Brenton Wallace, is a 
partner in the real estate firm of Wal- 
lace & Warner. 

Mr. Wallace had been ill for ten 
days, his death taking place in his 
seventy-fifth year. He was one of the 
founders of the Girard Life Insurance 
Company and was vice president of the 
company until his retirement two years 
ago. He was a member of the Union 
League for many years and an elder of 
the Tenth Presbyterian Church. 

He is survived by two sons, Bren- 
ton and Richard, and by two daughters, 
Laurena and Ethel. His wife died in 
1920. Funeral services took place on 
Monday.

Community Spirit 

To the Editor of "Our Town," 
Dear Sir: 

Your editorial, "We Propound a 
Question," deserves the serious con- 
sideration of everyone who believes 
that the development of community 
spirit is essential to the future of Nar- 
berth. I have heard it said on nu- 
merous occasions that whatever else 
Narberth was able to do, it seemed 
unable to produce any "community 
spirit." Of the accuracy of that state- 
ment I have no desire to speak; that it 
should be made at all is itself signifi- 
cant. You very rightly say, "A ca- 
pacity house was the answer to the 
pessimists . . . ." 

When you ask whether "it would not 
be an excellent thing if sucli a com- 
munity service should be held regu- 
larly in the borough once a month on 
a Sunday evening?" there is only one 
answer: "Absolutely yes!" And the 
answer is made the more emphatic by 
your own suggestions concerning the 
nature and purpose of the meetings. 

This whole subject is very close to 
what many of us feel is the only solu- 
tion to the problem of adult education. 
That solution will never come with any 
degree of efficiency by a "transmission- 
system," which at present seems to be 
the only method we know — or at least 
employ. In this matter we are all 
guilty, Church and School and Club 
and Society alike. Each of us has 
thought we had a peculiar body of 
truth or sacred tradition to hand in 
toto to others. The failure of any 
one individual or any single group to 



receive this treasure has been at- 
tributed to their hardened hearts or 
dulled minds. How myopic 1 The gath- 
ering together of members of our com- 
munity in such a service as you sug- 
gest would most surely have a very 
important result: the "expression of a 
social group larger thany any now ex- 
istent in Narberth! It would seem 
hardly necessary to add that such a 
group would also be freer, more attrac- 
tive and more natural to our com- 
munity life. 

As one thinks of the possibilities 
for such an expression it is difficult to 
restrain one's enthusiasm. Whatever 
else we do, let us not allow this op- 
portune question to expend itself in 
rhetoric! If it be the province of the 
"Citizens' Committee" let them do 
something about it! If the Editor him- 
self feels that he might call a meeting 
of those interested, let that be done. 

Of course, it will be understood that 
this letter is purely personal and not 
officially representing a group, though 
I am quite positive that our own 
church would enthusiastically support 
such a community service.

For the first time in its history, the 
Plays and Players this season is open- 
ing its performances to public attend- 
ance.

The cast includes Dudley 
Vaughan as Mary Westlake, the Eng- 
lish actress who upsets a quiet English 
countryside by being arbitrary, be- 
cause "How would anyone know I was 
a great actress if I were not arbitrary." 
Jasper Deeter plays Mary Wcstlake's 
manager, Hobbs, who treats women 
"the way they ought to be treated — as 
if they weren't there." Others in the 
cast are Sue Piatt, Ned Pyle, William 
Price, Ferd Nofer, Gretchen Anton- 
Smith and Miriam Phillips.

UNCLE CY'S COLUMN 

Language. 

By this time you are probably not 
a little fed up on the lists of annoy- 
ances, but, perhaps, you fail to realize 
that each one of them may be elabor- 
ated upon to fill a column and that 
alone is something! 

My ears are very sensitive and any 
departure from the accepted standards 
of purity of speech grates on them like 
the grating of a taxicab's gears. Here 
around Philadelphia we hear many 
phrases that are the unwelcome gifts 
of the "Pennsylvania Dutch" and many 
that are due to nothing but careless- 
ness. 

The most common seems to be "he, 
she, or it don't," which is nearly inex- 
cusable. One of my favorite "Dutch" 
antipathies is "any more" meaning 
"now." A typical sentence of this col- 
loquialism is "Any more people don't 
seem to mind it." Isn't it awful? 

The contractions such as "gotta," 
"gonna," etcetera, are painful. One 
time on shipboard I heard a flapper 
from somewhere near New York talk- 
ing and jotted down some of her re- 
marks phonetically in the margin of 
a book I was reading. The prize elision 
was "watteryugonnado." Another was 
"wynchu." 

Almost all Americans abuse the word 
"got," which is also overworked by our 
English cousins. Of course there is no 
such word as "gotten" but it is now 
creeping into the dictionaries as a col- 
loquial usage. My father used to offer 
my sisters a dollar for every time they 
heard him use "got" when he meant 
"have" and they earned very little that 
way. 

A word I hate is "virtually" and I 
may say that virtually no newspaper 
has any article without it. 

How many of you know how to use 
"shall," "will," "should," and "would"? 
If you do, you far surpass your com- 
patriots, for these everyday words are 
not only murdered in speech but even 
in writing. 

For correctness of etymological 
speaking I urge the study of Latin and 
Greek; for sheer purity and conciseness 
of English diction I recommend the ex- 
clusive speaking of French over an ex- 
tended period, and for the continued 
pleasantness of our tongue I advise cot- 
ton in the ears of all who listen much 
to their neighbors. 

I have always envied those who had 
the courage to speak English like an 
Englishman. I shouldn't dare. Yet it 
is not necessary to neigh like a Lon- 
doner any more than it is to sing 
through one's nose like a New England 
Yankee. There is a happy medium. I 
hope some day to achieve it.

Without Heating Motor, 
Says Clergyman on Tour 



Paying: high tribute to the economy 
and performance of the low-priced au- 
tomobile, especially as a means of 
long-distance travel, the Rev. G. W. 
Gasque, rector of the Episcopal 
Church of the Incarnation, Atlanta, 
Ga., this week recited some of the ac- 
complishments of his new six-cylinder 
Chevrolet coach on a recent 10,618- 
mile loop tour of the western half of 
the United States, during which he 
averaged 22.3 miles to the gallon of 
gas. 

Accompanying Dr. Gas<|iic on the* 
seven weeks' adventure were Mrs. 
Gasque and their young daughter. 
Anna Lee. 

The long trip was made on sched- 
ule time so that the clergyman could 
fill speaking engagements in • "omincnt 
Episcopal churches alo*-" the way. 
The route led from Atlanta to Chi- 
cago, by way of Nashville, Evansvillc 
and Indianapolis, thence across tlic 
northwestern States to Seattle, down 
the Pacific coast through Portland, 
San Francisco and Los Angeles and 
back home across the desert country 
of Arizona and New Mexico. 

A highlight was the climb of Pike's 
Peak over a tortuous roadway that 
stretches thirteen miles alonn- the 
mountainside. Dr. Gasque reports 
that the car carried its party to the 
summit without faltering and without 
heating the motor. Many other cars 
attempting the climb were forced to 
halt along the roadway to cool off be- 
fore continuing, he said. 

Dr. Gasque kept an expense book of 
the trip, which discloses interesting 
facts about the performance of the car. 
Having been newly-purchased when 
the trip began, the car was not ex- 
tended during the first 500 miles of 
driving. During this period it aver- 
aged eighteen miles to the gallon, the 
book showed. 

When the car was broken in, how- 
ever, the gas milep™ was greatly im- 
proved. For the entire 10,618 miles 
which included driving in cities and in 
open country, the Chevrolet consumed 
476 gallons of fuel, an average of 22.3 
miles to the gallon. The gas bill on 
the trip was $107.18. Sixteen and one- 
half gallons of lubricant were used, 
costing $22.25. The minister's book 
showed no expenditures for mechani- 
cal repairs.

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A MORNING WITH THE 
WARBLERS

A morning with the warblers must 
begin early. Not having been to the 
theatre or the movies the night before, 
nor having played auction bridge until 
midnight, the warblers are awake and 
ready for breakfast before sun-up. 
Having gone to bed with the sun, or, 
perchance, having had a long journey 
on the night train, they are quite ready 
for the great luminary when he begins 
to peep above the northeastern hori- 
zon. Breakfast with the warblers is 
the chief meal of the day, and with a 
real understanding of the true princi- 
ples of digestion, they like to chatter 
sociably during its orogrcss. To view 
and to hear the warblers profitably and 
snjoyably one must visit them while 
they are engaged at this early morn- 
ing meal. 

It is the second week in Ma 1 ' the 
season when, in the neighborhood of 
Philadelphia, the warbler migration is 
at its height. My companion and I. 
a half hour before sunrise, noen the 
front door and step out. As the pres- 
ence of warblers usually announces 
itself through the ear, we instinctively 
walk with the stealthy tread of the 
hunter; our steps are noiseless, and we 
do not speak, or if so, in subdued 
tones. Our lawn and familiar home 
neighborhood become invested with 
the glamour of the northern woods, 
where such stealthy progress, afoot or 
in canoe, is commonly practiced. This 
expectant, listening attitude, our quest 
of something wild in nature, and the 
hour of dawn amid the ineffable fresh- 
ness and glory of a May morning, 
have conjoined to transport us into a 
world as different as may be from the 
humdrum world into which we daily 
enter. While our passage is noiseless, 
it must not be supposed that the out- 
doors is altogether quiet. By no 
means. The air is alive with bird 
songs and bird calls; the bubbling rip- 
ple of the house wren conies from the 
side of the porch; a wood thrush 
chants divinely from the maple on the 
edge of the lawn; a flicker laughs im- 
pudently from the tall tulip poplar; a 
robin sings, and across from the hedge 
row of a neighboring lawn come the 
notes of a Brown-thrasher. Of human 
noises there is none, save the rattle of 
the milkman's wagon down the side 
road. If we are to hear any warblers 
we must pick them out amid this early 
morning din; all the more reason win 
we, ourselves, should make no sound 
at all. 

We make our way to a piece of 
woodland, some distance from our 
starting point, through which a brook 



meanders to empty its contents into 
a larger stream, or "creek'* as it is 
colloqually known with us. As we 
go, we make mental note of all the 
birds we see or hear, so that, at the 
end of our walk, we may check them 
off on our printed list, and thus record 
the total number of birds seen or heard 
on this date. Even at the height of 
the warbler season the bird-lover does 
not ignore the other birds. Not hav- 
ing heard any warblers by th^ time we 
approach the woods, we begin to feaT 
that it may be a poor morning foi 
them. But we are soon undeceived 
Before we enter the woods my com 
panion, whose ear is keener and 
quicker than mine, says: "I hear a 
Chestnutside!" We follow this sound 
and by the time we see the bird wc 
are quite within the woods. On flrsl 
impression the forest seems compara 
lively birdless. But not so for long 
"I sec a Magnolia/* I say. My com- 
panion quickly responds, "Here's a 
black-throated blue!" "And a black- 
throated green" he instantly adds 
"There's a black-and-white on the oak 
trunk,'* I call out, and "here's a 
Paruh!" We keep up this interchange 
as rapidly as wc can speak, and before 
we realize it or can conceive how it 
happens wc arc in the midst of a per- 
fect swarm of warblers. We did nol 
see them arrive; we know not from 
what direction they came, but there is 
no doubt that they are here! Wc now 
gradually maneuver until we stand 
near the top of a wooded hillside which 
slopes to the bank of the creek. Sc 
located, many of the swarming war- 
blers are on a level with, or even be- 
low, us; with trees or the earth for 
background, the birds may be much 
more clearly seen than when one looks 
at them against the sk*\ The forest 
trees arc now clothed with only bud- 
ding leaves. The flitting, restless birds 
may thus be easily seen. Quite dif- 
ferent would it be if the leaves were 
fully expanded. The bird -lover prays 
for a late sppring. He wants the trees 
relatively bare when the warblers 
come. 

We stand thus on our wooded hill- 
side, with field glasses to eyes, ex- 
citedly calling out the name of each 
warbler of a new species as he comes 
into view. Suddenly from my com- 
panion, "Listen! I hear a song like 
the black-and-white, but different.*' 
"Which direction?" I ask. "Over here 
on this beech tree," he renlies, leaning 
forward and to one side, peering 
through his glasses. "I see it; it's a 
Cape May!" he calls triumphantly. A 
find, because of its rarity. After locat- 
ing the Cape May and having a good 
look at him, I no sooner turn away 
than I shout, "Another find! Here's 
a Golden-wing!" "This is some morn- 
ing!" comments my companion. In a 
few minutes, I exclaim: "Did you ever 
in your life sec so manv Myrtles?" 
"No," he answers, "I never did. And 
look at the Black-throated greens! 
And the Chestnutsides!" For some 
thirty minutes we ihtis stand, en- 



thralled by the throng of exquisite 
creatures which literally fill the trees 
around us; and now, as mysteriously 
as they had appeared, they fade away. 
We do not sec them go, nor know the 
direction in which they go. Quite 
suddenly wc are aware that they have 
gone. With glowing hearts we take 
the footpath which skirts the creek.

year as a member of the staff of the 
Children's Aid Society of Pennsyl- 
vania, Doctor Taft declared that there 
is no short cut in child training. The 
only reason a child permanently 
changes his habits is because he him- 
self really wants to do so. Force and 
punishment may compel obedience for 
a time, but the child can devise end- 
less ways of punishing adults in re- 
turn, and in the long run will usually 
have the upper hand if it becomes a 
race to sec who can be most disagree- 
able. 

The meeting, which was attended by 
nearly 150 mothers and fathers, was 
opened by a brief demonstration of 
the "Melody Way" of teaching music, 
under the direction of Mrs. Edna 
Grant Clark, with the assistance of 
four of her little pupils, the Misses 
Margaret Shaw, Betty McConnell, 
Molly Barlow and Sue Wilson.

all classes, it seems, are here. It is 
a democratic gathering. 

I puzzle over the essential differ- 
ence between these people and the 
familiar crowd. It is obvious, of 
course, that they are here on a pleas- 
ant errand and the others never are. 
But the matter goes deeper than that. 
A small negro hoy passes me in the 
corridor. I have seen his prototype 
many times in the Courtroom — a puz- 
zled, surly, inarticulate little black boy, 
frequently bullyragged by men whose 
lack of human kindness is almost as 
enormous as their ingrained ignorance. 
This lad is neither puzzled, surly nor 
inarticulate. The shackles of igno- 
rance, his own or others, do not bind 
him. He is intelligent, capable of ap- 
preciation of the delicate gradations of 
tone and color in the compositions 
about to be played. And in him, hum- 
ble member of a submerged and sub- 
missive race, I discover the secret of 
that subtle change in facial expres- 
sions. These people, through the 
medium of music, will soon open their 
eyes to beauty and allow it — for this 
evening, at least— to engulf them, to 
lift them from the earthly plane of a 
common life to the spiritual plane in 
which man's great moments are lived 
It is good to understand the music 
that is being played, to be able to an- 
alyze and criticize, to have an ear 
trained to correct an intelligent appre- 
ciation. But it is good, also, just to 
sit in the darkened auditorium and 
listen, to slough off the cares of 
every day, to open one's eyes to the 
beauty of those eager men and women 
on the stage performing for the very 
love of the thing, to let the sounds 
that come from that industrious fid- 
dling and thumping and tootling enter 
one's soul; in short, to achieve the 
thing toward which all the effort, hard 
practice and performance are aimed — 
enjoyment of music. 

The concert on Tuesday night was 
the first of the Main Line Orchestra's 
series of winter events. The soloist 
was Berta Levina, contralto, of the 
Philadelphia Grand Opera Company, 
who sang delightfully. Her first num- 
ber was "Amour Viens Aider" from 
Saint-Saens' "Samson and Delilah" ; 
her second a group of three songs — 
"Carnaval," by Foudrain; "Danza- 
Danza," by Durante, and "Oh! Love 
But a Day," by Beach. She was ac- 
companied in this group of songs by 
Rosetta Samuel French at the piano 
and sang two encores to the great de- 
light of the audience. Her appearance 
was by way of being a small triumph. 
Miss Ethel V. Thomas, a member 
of the orchestra, played a solo clarinet 
number, with orchestral accompani- 
ment, and was received with enthusi- 
astic applause.

SUNDAY LOOP OPTIONAL 



Restoration of Fifty-fourth Street 
trolley service to City Line was or- 
dered by the Public Service Commis- 
sion in Harrisburg last Tuesday. John 
R. K. Scott, who acted for residents of 
Bala-Cynwyd, Mcrion and Wynne- 
field in protesting the P. R. T. short- 
ening of trolley route No. 70, declared 
on Thursday the action was at least 
partty a result of the appearance of an 
impressive number of local residents at 
the October 10 P. S. C. hearing in 
Philadelphia, 

The commission's order requires the 
transit company to restore the north- 
ern (City Line) terminal of the Fifty- 
fourth Street route, and to discontinue, 
on week days, the loop installed Sep- 
tember 9 at Overbrook Avenue and 
Fifty-fourth Street, which lias required 
car riders to walk more than 600 feet 
to the old City Line terminus. Sun- 
day use of the loop at Overbrook Ave- 
nue is permitted by the commission, 
since the bulk of the complaints were 
from week-day users of the line. 

"Pedestrians using the roadway are 
subjected to the dangers of heavy 
automobile traffic on Fifty-fourth 
Street, which is a main thoroughfare 
for such traffic,'* the commission's de- 
cision states. "Conditions for pedes- 
trian traffic on the street, it was con- 
tended, especially in inclement weather 
and during the winter season are 
bound to be such that the inconven- 
ience of the walk from City Line Ave- 
nue to the loop is supplemented by 
actual hazards and dangers in travers 
ing the highway. 

"Under all the circumstances of the 
situation as it exists at present, the 
commission finds that the complaint 
is sustained. The company took a 
proper step in attempting to improve 
operating conditions by the establish 
ment of a loop as the terminus of the 
line, but so long as conditions for 
pedestrian travel on Fifty-fourth Street 
between the loop and City Line Ave 
nue remain as they are, the company 



is not justified in compelling its 
patrons to undergo the hazards and 
inconvenience that result therefrom 
These conditions outweigh, in the com 
mission's judgment, such advantages 
as accrue from the operation of the 
loop as a terminus, and will continue 
to outweigh them until roadway' ot 
sidewalk conditions on Fifty-fourth 
Street make it possible to use that 
thoroughfare for pedestrian traffic with 
safety and comfort. 

"Complainants' counsel submitted a 
motion for an order by the commission 
to restore service on Fifty-fourth 
Street to the terminal point at Citj 
Line Avenue and the motion was held 
under consideration pending the filing 
of briefs by complainants and respond 
cnt. The commission grants the mo 
tion and therefore directs the respond- 
ent company to restore the service 
rendered on Fifty-rfourth ^Street to City 
Line Avenue, with the exception of 
the operation of cars on Sundays. Tht 
record before the commission quite 
clearly indicates that practically all of 
the complaints were directed against 
week day traffic by regular patrons 
and that Sunday operation terminating 
at the loop, either by the operation of 
one-man or two-men cars, would not 
materially affect the regular patrons of 
the line. It is therefore optional with 
the respondent to make use of the loop 
for Sunday service if it so desires tc 
arrange its schedules."
